Captured 


One Escapee 
Murdered; 
Hostages OK 


Flatonia, Tex . (UPI) — A 
condemned killer and two ac­ 
cused slay ers who broke jail, 
murdered a fellow escapee and 
wounded a deputy sheriff, were 
captured without a fight Satur­ 
day in muddy lowlands by a 
ring of Tex as state police. 
Two women and a boy held 
hostage by the desperadoes 
were rescued unharmed. 
“They ’ve got their hands 
up!” y elled Capt. E. L. Oliver, 
of the 
Department of Public 
Safety in Houston, who directed 
the capture at a construction 
site 
three 
miles 
west 
of 
Flatonia. 
“We’ve got them!” he said. 
The trio, who vowed not to be 
taken alive, surrendered to a 
ring of state and local police 
with 
guns 
at 
the 
ready . 
Helicopters circled overhead as 
the escapees gave up meekly . 
“They apparently got stuck 
in all that mud and could go no 
farther,” said Oliver. 
The desperadoes first were 
spotted running 
with 
their 
hostages into underbrush at the 
construction site. When law of­ 
ficers surrounded them, one of 
the women hostages waved a 
y ellow sweater to show she was 
safe. 
The fugitives, who vowed “to 
kill a cop,” had fled across 
south Tex as in a stolen car. 
They had teamed with two 
sidekicks to break 
out 
of 
Galveston County jail Friday , 
but 
they f o ug h t 
among 
\themselves 
before 
da w n 
Saturday . 
The three fugitives in flight 
—a y outh condemned to die in 
the electric chair for killing his 
mother and an aunt, and two 
other men accused of murder 
— pistol - whipped 
a 
fellow 
escapee, then shot him between 
the ey es near Sugar Land, Tex . 
They then shot Galveston 
County Deputy Sheriff Bob 
Williamson in the head and 
back and dumped him in a 
ditch along a roadway on top of 
Joseph William McMahon, 18, 
the dead escapee. 
Williamson, taken later to a 
hospital in Richmond, Tex ., in 
fair condition, said he provoked 
an 
argument 
between 
the 
fugitives 
a c c o r di ng 
to 
Galveston County Sheriff J. B. 
Kline. 
“They apparently wanted to 
kill the boy hostage first,” 
Kline said. “But Williamson 
told them, ‘Don’t kill him, kill 
me.’ He then kicked one of the 
escapees and they 
got^ to 
fighting among themselves.” 
McMahon, 
of 
Galveston, 
escaped jail while being held 
under a burglary charge. 
The fugitives, armed with 
deer rifles and a shotgun, told 
Williamson before they left him 
for dead that they planned to 
“hole up” during the day and 
travel at night.

San Diego, Calif. (^ — A 
former U.S. prisoner of war in 
North Vietnam say s his Com­ 
munist captors hit him with 
rocks, threatened him with 
knives, 
s l a p p e d him and 
tied ropes around his right 
arm, shattered when his plane 
was shot down.

Plato o n 
Leader 
Charg ed 
In Incident of 
Civilian K illing 


Washington (UPI) — The 
Army , conceding for the first 
time about 100 South Viet­ 
namese villagers may have 
been massacred last y ear by 
American troops, has brought 
formal charges against two GIs 
and ex tended its investigation 
of the alleged slay ings to 24 
other 
men, 
including 
15 
civilians. 
In its first official statement 
on the reported killings, the 
Army acknowledged that Lt. 
William L. 
Calley , 
26, 
of 
Miami, Fla., has been charged 
with “the premeditated murder 
of approx imately 
100 
Viet­ 
namese civilians” and is being 
held at Ft. Benning, Ga. 
At the same time, it disclosed 
S. Sgt. David Mitchell, 29, who 
served under Galley ’s com­ 
mand and is now stationed at 
Ft. 
Hood, Tex ., 
has 
been 
charged with intent to murder. 
He is from St. Francisville, 
La. 
The alleged massacre, ap­ 
parently involving men, women 
and children, is said to have 
occurred March 16, 1968, at a 
hamlet in Quong Nai Province. 
The Army did not identify the 
unit suspected of perpetrating 
the reported slaughter but it 
was rumored to be C Company , 
First Battalion, 20th Infantry 
R e g i m e nt 
of 
the 
11th 
Brigade. 
In Saigon, the South Viet­ 
namese defense 
m i ni s t r y 
issued a statement Saturday 
say ing reports that U.S. troops 
massacred civilians in Song My 
village were “totally untrue.” 
Defense Minister Nguy en Van 
Vy said the statement con­ 
cludes the South Vietnamese 
part of the investigation of the 
massacre reports. 
The South Vietnamese state­ 
ment said that 20 civilians were 
killed in the village 318 miles 
northeast of Saigon in U.S. 
artillery strikes during a battle 
in tlte area that March. 
The Army claimed it made 
no attempt to conceal its in­ 
vestigation, pointing out that it 
announced at Ft. Benning on 
Sept. 5 that charges had been 
filed against Calley , who was to 
have been mustered out of the 
service on that date. 


“You can look at today ’s 
American newspapers and ask 
y ourself,

Conrad,

Richard Gordon accomplished 
every major objective on and 
around the moon. It was only 
the fringe benefits, such as TV 
from the moon’s surface, color 
pictures and carefree com­ 
munications, that were lost. 
Twelve’s 
troubles 
started 
seconds after launch. 
At liftoff in a thunderstorm, 
communications with the 363- 
foot spacecraft suddenly drop­ 
ped out. The guidance sy stem 
failed. The electrical power 
cells shut down. 
“We had every thing in the 
world drop out,” 
C o nr a d 
reported when radio contact 
was reestablished. 
“I don’t 
know what happened. I’m not 
sure we didn’t get hit by 
lightning.” 
The spacemen revived the 
power cells, fix ed and updated 
the 
guidance 
sy stem 
and 
silenced the alarms. 
But the unex plained elec­ 
trical surge left doubt about the 
reliability of the electronics 
sy stem 
aboard 
the 
lunar 
module, forcing Conrad and 
Bean to make an unplanned 
transfer into the moon lander 
they called 
Intrepid. 
They 
found no damage. 
But an unex plained power 
drain was detected later and 
the spacemen had to check 
again. This time they found a 
broken light switch. Conrad 
turned off the power. 
As they drifted toward the 
moon, 
the 
a s t r o na ut s 
discovered a clock and

helium gauge malfunctioning. 
They ignored the clock and the

ground kept watch on the 
helium through monitors. 
A maneuver to send the se­ 
cond stage booster into an orbit 
of the sun missed its mark by 
several 
thousand 
m i l e s . 
Instead, it now orbits the earth, 
almost 500,000 miles out in 
space. 
Only hours before start of 
their orbit of the moon, Kean 
awoke feeling uncomfortable 
and congested. “ It’s not a cold 
or any thing,” he said, but he 
took decongestants the nex t 
day and a half. 
Conrad reported a blister had 
formed on his chest from the 
contact of a heartbeat sen.sor.

Minutes later the TV cam­ 
era went out altogether, ap­ 
parently burned out becau.se 
Bean accidentally pointed it at 
the .sun. 
Conrad and Bean tried to fix 
it — even tapped it with a 
hammer — but the camera 
would not work. 
They unloaded the group of 
ex periment packages easily but 
when Bean tried to move an 
atomic element for a power 
generator, the blistering hot 
element stuck. Without it, the 
ex periments would be just so 
much space junk.

Oct. 25 that the talks 
would be held here, and we ha 1 
just over three weeks to get 
every thing set up — in fact 
we’re still doing it,” Peterson 
to ld The Lincoln Journal by 
pho ne. 
**We had to Ho d so itable o f­ 
fice space fo r the talks here In 
the embassy , and then we had

According to Peterson, his

tion and requisitioned major

“Our biggest problem was 
communications.

weeks we had to turn, this place 
into a communications nerve 
center to the

capitals

Moscow,” 
Peterson said. 
One of the ambassador’s 
more pleasant tasks in his 
supporting role was setting up, 
with the Soviet ambassador, a 
joint 
reception 
— 
vidiJch 
Peterson described as a kind of 
“ice-brenking session.” 
“I made one little slip when I 
welcomed Ambassador Gerard 


C. 
Smith, 
the 
chief 
U.S. 
negotiator,” Peterson said. “I 
told him I was happy to 
welcome him and his delega­ 
tion to Nebraska. 
“I didn’t apologize, though. I 
just told him I liked the sound 
of 
the 
name,” 
Peterson 
chuckled. 
Peterson also noted Smith’s 
reaction was one of slight 
sur|» ise because Smith’s father 
at one time served as a direc­ 
tor of Creighton University . 
“In fact, later in the evening 
when Ambassador Smith was 
introduced to some Russian 
delegates, they asked whether 
he was the one from Nebraska, 
and he said, ‘I sure am,’ ” 
Peterson said.

— Leaving the “unreal” world 
of the moon far behind, Apollo 
I2’s astronauts sailed Yankee 
Clipper into the 
grasp 
of 
Earth's gravity Saturday and 
lined up their cour.se 
f o r a 
Pacific Ocean splashdown i i 
two day s. 
Charles (Pete) C o nr a d, 
Richard F. Gordon and Alan L. 
Bean slept three hours late and 
(hen trimmed their trajectory 
at 6:49 a.m. CST with a brief 
burst from the command ship’s 
control rockets. 
“We really sacked out last 
night, I guess,” Conrad said 
after Mission Control radioed 
up the tunes of “Second Time 
Around” 
to 
awaken 
the 
spacemen. 
“We all had 12 hours of sleep 
Ia.st night, I think. I’ve lost 
track of time up here.” 
Saturday , the eighth day of 
the $350 million ex pedition, was 
an easy one for the astronauts. 
They had earned it, and con­ 
trollers told them Friday night 
to ‘‘sleep in as long as y ou 
like.” They did. 
The astronauts reached the 
point in .space at 4:53 a.m. CST 
where the earth’s gravity ex ­ 
erts more influence on the 
spaceship than the moon’s. The 
earth was about 202,000 miles 
ahead at the time, with the 
moon 39,000 miles behind. 
The 
command 
ship, 
ap­ 
parently scarred from what 
engineers now think was a 
freak double dose of lightning 
on launch, is scheduled to land 
400 miles 
s o ut h e a s t of 
American Samoa about 3 p.m. 
CST Monday . 
The aircraft carrier Hornet 
is standing by . Weathermen 
predicted satisfactory condi­ 
tions for (he recovery of the 
three pilots, who carry 80 to 90 
pounds of precious moon rocks 
and parts .salvaged from a 
robot spacecraft (hat .scouted 
Apollo 12’s moon landing .site in 
1967. 
The command ship Yankee 
Clipper broke out of lunar orbit 
Friday afternoon with a two- 
minute bla.st from an engine 
Conrad called a “real wonder.” 
Its pilots, 
all 
Navy 
com­ 
manders, then gave millions a 
TV view of the fa.st-receding 
liioon, 
“The moon is Just a white 
hall right out in the middle of a 
big black void and it doesn’t 
seem right either,” Conrad 
said. “There Just doesn’t seem 
to be any rhy me or reason why 
it is sitting out there. All the 
time we were in lunar orbit we 
were discussing this thing — 
how unreal it looked.” 
“ It’s very , very unreal to be 
there,” (!onrad said. “ It’s like 
a photograph. It just doesn’t 
seem po.ssihle lh;it wc were 
there.” 
‘‘I fell over once up there but 
I didn’t have any problem get­ 
ting 
up,” 
Conrad 
s a i d. 
“Finally , 
Just 
to 
ex pedite 
things, we would just fall over 
on our face, pick up a rock and 
give 
our.selves

U.S. Returns Okinawa 
Security Arrangements Assured 


Tokyo (/P) — Putting Okinawa 
back under Tokyo’s control will 
assure 
the 
continuation 
of 
present 
U.S.-Japan 
security 
arrangements

197 0s, a high American source 
said Saturday. 
The agreement on Okinawa, 
announced in Washington Fri­ 
day by President Nixon and 
Japanese Prime M i n i s t e r 
Eisaku Sato, said U.S. bases on 
the Pacific island will be under 
the sam e restrictions that ap­ 
ply to U.S. bases in Japan. 
This means that beginning in 
197 2, the United States will no 
longer be able to store nuclear 
weapons on Okinawa without 
Japanese con.sent and will not 
be able to luiineh major combat 
actions from the island without 
“ prior consultation” with the 
Japanese government. 
'riu‘ American source said 
that if Nixon and Sato had not 
agreed oil these points, the 
U.S.-Japan security t r e a t y 
would not have lasted beyond 
1975. Now part of the agree­ 
ment says the treaty will be 
renewed indefinitely on a year- 
to-year basis. 
On Okinawa, which has been 
administered by the

End of a Painful Ordeal 


It seems unlikely that the United States and 
the American public ev er suffered more in a 
case inv olv ing the Senate’s obligation of “ adv icfe 
and consent” than in the now settled case of 
the nomination of Clement F. Hay nsworth J r. 
to the Supreme Court.

No one won or lost in this case, but 
in trav ail the Senate finally rejected the 
appointment by a v ote of 55 to 4 5. In an 
oblique way it reflected the growing concern 
in the nation for conflict of Interest between 
personal 
financial 
o p e r a t i o n s 
and 
gov ernmental duties.

The case was not without some political 
maneuv ers, 
both 
for 
and 
against 
J u d g e 
Hay nsworth, y et these would not hav e been 
ov erriding if senators, sensitiv e to the necessity 
for maintaining the reputation of the high court, 
had not become concerned ov er the lack of 
ethical sensitiv ity by J udge Hay nsworth. 
Ty pical concern was v oiced by Sen. J ohn 
Sherman Cooper, R-Ky ., a highly re.spected 
member of the senate who v oted against con­ 
firmation: ‘‘What is at i.s.sue is whether the 
Senate will apply the strictest standards of the 
statute and the canons of judicial ethics ”

The senators were under pressure from 


civ il rights groups and labor unions which 
objected to J udge Hay nsworth’s decisions on 
the lower court. There were pressures from 
the administration which, for some unknown 
reason, was determined to make this a test 
case of administration muscle.

Had J udge Hay nsworth’s record been as 
‘‘clean as a hound’s tooth” the ideological objec­ 
tions would not hav e been able to carry the 
anti-v ote. It was not that the senators considered 
J udge Hay nsworth dishonest, but they simply 
could not buy his lack of ethical sensitiv ity 
in sitting on cases where conceiv ably he had 
an interest or one could be so charged. 
If there is a winner it is on the side of 
demanding high standards for judges. It would 
be wrong to consider this a v ote against Presi­ 
dent Nix on personally as there were members of 
his party who rejected this nomination with 
sadnc.ss. 
Now that the Senate has wrapped itself in 
a cloak of sanctity , let it r*equire the same 
high ethical standards of its members.

Let President Nix on bury any bitterness 
and now search for an appointee who will 
meet the strictest standards of the statute 
and the canons of judicial ethics. 
Sanctity of Electric Funds 


The hy brid board to admini.ster the Lincoln 
Electric Sy stem (LES) as being proposed to 
v oters by the City Council, probably can serv e 
the purpose as well as any other arrangement. 
^ 
The suggested board would mix tw o 
members of the Council with nine persons 
appointed from the community to form the 
11-member body that would ov ersee LES. 
As long as the Council is to retain control 
ov er the LES budget and the electricity rates, 
it should be helpful to hav e a couple of 
Council members on the board to serv e in 
a liaison capacity . 
«

The proposed board would meet the principal 
need which is the undiv ided attention of its 
management body . It should reliev e the Council 
of part of its nearly impos.sible burden of detail. 
Whether the arrangement will meet another 
important need will remain to be seen. This 
is the need to isolate the rev enues of the electric 
sy stem from the general rev enues of the city ; 
and to insure that the sale of electricity does 
not .serv e as a subsidy to city gov ernment. 
Perhaps this end could be .serv ed better if 
the board were totally free of the Council. Still 
the domination of non-Council members on the 
11-member board .should be able to handle this 


hazard, if they appreciate the necessity for doing 
so. 


The 
Lincoln 
Council 
thus 
far 
has 
restrained pretty well the inclination of some 
municipal 
policy -makers to dip into the 
electric till when tax receipts get a little 
pinched.

Ev en here, though, the temptation has ap­ 
peared. Last spring, for instance, some Council 
members spoke of using LES rev enues to make 
up for a reduced 
.sewer assessment for a 
manufacturing firm. Thanks to the prev ailing 
wisdom of the Council, this suggestion got no 
further. The po.ssibility remains, though, that it 
could. 
While LF]S is entitled to the .same ex ­ 
penditures as a priv ate utility for sales promotion 
and economic dev elopment in the community , 
it should not be used as a substitute for tax es. 
The general operation of gov ernment should be 
financed by tax ation and any surpluses in the 
electric fund, bey ond that needed to improv e 
the sy stem, should go to lower rates.

Chicago Dally News Special 
Washington ~ Along Highway 1 in North 
Vietnam, Hanoi has made no effort to rebuild 
the urban areas dev astated by U.S. bombing 
raids. 
The reason, according to Michael Maclear 
of the Canadian Broadcasting 
Co., is that North Vietnamese 
officials he encountered on a 
v isit keep repeating that “ the 
bombers will come again.” 
From South Vietnam, Chi­ 
cago Daily News Correspondent 
Key es Beech has reported that 
it would “ shock” many Ameri­ 
cans to know that the United 
States has “ nev er giv en up try -

ing to win the war.” 
“ What may come as an ev en greater shock 
— or surprise — is that during the last y ear the 
United States and South Vietnam hav e taken 
some giant strides toward winning the war.”

The graphic accounts of both Maclear and 
Beech dramatize the fact that confusion about 
the Nix on administration’s Vietnam policies is 
not confined to this country , but infects the 
outlook in both Hanoi and Saigon.

The likelihood that President Nix on would 
order a resumption of the bombing of North 
Vietnam is so remote that most officials shake 
their heads when the question is raised as if 
to say , 
“ Don’t y ou understand — wVi’re getting 
out!” 
Similarly , they reject the notion that the 
war is somehow “ winnable,” ev en though they 
may hope, through a stroke of dumb luck, that 


the enemy may one day soon silently fold up 
and v anish into the jungle. 
If the complex ilies of disengagement from 
Vietnam can be summed up in a simple — 
perhijps too simple — metaphor, it is that Presi­ 
dent Nix on will now settle roughly for a tife. 
He has ruled out a v ictory , in the sense of 
forcing the enemy to surrender and he regards 
it as politically and psy chologically suicidal for 
the United States to “ cut and run” and thus 
leav e v Soufh Vietnam to the inev itable mercy 
of the (Communists. 
Administration officials, high and low, profess 
bewilderment when asked to define precisly the 
President’s Vietnam policy . For in their own 
minds, they accept the fact that the disengage­ 
ment process is irrev ersible. 
It is lamentable but true that a great many 
Americans, including those who demonstrated 
against the war here last weekend, simply refuse 
to believ e them. The crisis of trust is deep 
and div isiv e, the pace of disengagement too 
slow and uncertain for the impatient. 
Thoughtful officials will concede priv ately 
that the credibility problem has been aggrav ated 
by high-lev el attacks upon the dissenters, notably 
by Vice President Spiro Agnew and Atty . Gen. 
J ohn Mitchell. They admit to worry that the 
result is to polarize the public and constrict 
the President’s room for maneuv er.

for a moment, they say , the President’s strategy 
can be described as disengagement in a manner 
that will not v iolate or dishonor the American 
commitment to the people of South Vietnam. 
The President would hope for a negotiated 
settlement, that would allow for rapid mutual 
withdrawal of all non-South Vietnamese forces, 
these officials say . But since the prospect for 
negotiations are bleak, if not nonex istent, they

The Kennedy family was different, imbued 
with phy sical attractiv eness, ambitions bordering 
on the ruthless and a mark of tragedy that ev en 
a Greek play wright could not match. 
The father sired four sons, made millions 
so that the sons would nev er hav e to spend 
their efforts in the marketplace. He set the 
goal of presidency on his first born, J oseph 
J r., then transferred it to J ohn after the death 
of J oe in World War II.

Along with the ambition inspired in his sons, 
was implanted a feeling for the y outh and com­ 
mon people with whom they could communicate 
better than some who had been born to more 
humble station.

The father was an anathema to the liberals 
who lov ed

of the 
limelight when 
J ohn and Bobby took 
to the 
campaign trails in 196 0, but not out of influence. 
Charles Bartlett, a Washington columnist and 
close friend of the late President Kennedy , 
said: 
“ J oseph Kennedy was more than a father 
to his sons; he was a powerful stimulant. He 
seemed patriarchal as he sat at the table or 
came down hard on a point of criticism, but 
he did not, despite the power of his personality , 
domineer. He challenged his boy s, argued with 
them, spoiled them and communicated with them 
constantly . . .

“ Howev er, the patriarch could make himself 
heard when he wanted. The question of where 
to put Bobby in the administration puzzled both 
brothers. The father’s strong feeling that he 
should be attorney general was questioned by 
J FK and by Bobby himself. But the father knew 
his son’s potential and flatly insisted.”

J oe Kennedy was buried on Nov . 20, a day 
on which his son Robert would hav e been 4 4 
and, who knows, possibly President of the United 
States, had he liv ed. It lacked only two day s 
of being six y ears since the assassination of 
President Kennedy . 
Now the sole surv iv ing son, Ted, liv es on, 
lonely and under the shadow of the tragedy 
of Chappaquiddick. *

“If that’s what it takes,” he 
said, “I hope we hav e the 
genius to get together and work 
out the kind of nation we 
want.”

Play ho use presented the 
first o f 
10 
perfo rmances o f Herb Gardner’s “ A Tho usand 
Clo wns” befo re a near-capacity audience Friday 
ev ening and if the o ther nine cro wds laugh as 
much as the first o ne, that will to tal quite a 
few tho usand laughs. 


In this pro ductio n Directo r J o hn R. Wilso n 
brings a newco mer to the Play ho use stage who , 
after o nly o ne perfo rmance here, already has it 
made. He is Philip Heckman, who has the leading 
ro le o f Murray Burns. 


Murray Burns is a ‘‘free so ul” who , to say 
the least, IS mo st unco nv entio nal. In fact, he has 
a distinct av ersio n to peo ple and things co nv entio nal. - 
Altho ugh he is singularly gifted as a writer fo r 
telev isio n, he walks o ut o n jo b after jo b because 
he can’t stand the “ tho usand clo wns” aro und him, 
and in v iew o f at least so me peo ple, is making 
rather a mess o f his lifb. 
Murray is also the uno fficial guardian o f his 
12-y ear-o ld nephew, Nick, who has liv ed with him 
sev en y ears. The bo y ’s so mewhat bizarre v iews 
and activ ities hav e raised the ey ebro ws o f the 
scho o l autho rities and the “ welfare bo ard,” and 
the inev itable “ inv estigatio n” makes Murray lo o k 
pretty bad, and makes the play ex tremely funny . 


It is in this fascinating ro le that Heckman 
do es a superlativ e jo b. He is easy and breezy 
in the characterizatio n aro und which the entire 
co medy rev o lv es and quickly puts the audience 
in the same mo o d. His finesse may be enhanced 
by the fact he play ed Murray in ano ther pro ductio n 
o f “ A Tho usand Clo wns” a few y ears ago . 


Dr. Heckman may also be the first co llege 
president ev er to perfo rm o n the play ho use stage. 
In additio n to his o ther duties (and ho bbies) he 
administers Do ane Co llege at Crete.

Sandra is a “ square” by training, 
but certainly no t by instinct, and as she falls 
under the spell o f the unco nv entio nal Murray , in­ 
stinct hilario usly squelches training. 


Russell Harris giv es an ex cellent perfo rmance 
as 12-y ear-o ld Nick Burns. It is a lo ng ro le fo r 
a y o ung bo y , with many co mic lines, and Russell, 
himself a junio r high scho o l pupil, do es a fine 
jo b. 


Dick Knaub, as Albert Amundso n, a welfare 
inv estigato r who can’t understand why no bo dy 
understands him; Do n Williamso n, as Arno ld Burns, 
Murray ’s lo ng-suffering “ co nv entio nal” bro ther, and 
Do n Reev es, 
as Leo Herman, 
the telev isio n 
perfo rmer who se ratings with the kids are sagging, 
are all mo st satisfy ingly co mical in their ro les.

“ It’s hard to believe that in America we need shelter 
stations where kids on their way to and from school can 
run when they need protection. But it’s one of the tragic 
realities of cur time and we must face it.” 
The writer is Ann Landers, responding in newspapers 
across the U.S. Nov. 10 to a letter from an Emporia, 
Kan., mother writing about a program in Emporia to help 
children in trouble going to or from school. 
A similar Block Mother program was started in Lincoln 
in January of 19S8 by the PTA Council at Calvert School 
and the Lincoln Jaycees, in cooperation with the Lincoln 
Police Dept., which set up a list of rules for the Block 
Mothers to follow 


The program has worked well, according to Police Chief 
Joseph T. Carroll. Some 2,000 mothers across the city from 
23 parochial and grade schools in addition to several junior 
high schools, participate in the program. By the end of 
the first semester, the number will have grown to 3,000, 
.Mrs. Beggs, PTA head, said. 


Some schhools have as few as 75 Block Mothers, some 
as many as 250, she added. The Jaycees furnish signs 
for each “ Block Mother” home. 
Starting Dec. 1, a new program called Block Mother

I'el-Alert will provide added protection to young school 
children. In a letter to Lincoln IMock Mothers, Police Chief 
Carroll explained the new program this way: 
“ If we feel we have a .situation that warrants .special 
attention, we will initiate out of police headquarters telephone 
calls to two designated Block Mothers. The.se calls will 
describe a situation as outlined on the attached form. 
(Descriptions of the potentially dangerous person.) The two 
ladies who receive our calls will, in turn, call other ladies 
who are particijiating in the program. This pyramid-calling 
system will continue until everyone participating has been 
called . . . ” (Initially, theie will be approximately four 
from each school district.) 


The whole point of the Block Mother program is preven­ 
tion, h(»lli Inspector Robert J. Sawdon, head of the Lincoln 
Police Criminal Division, and Mrs. Beggs stressed. Tel-Alert, 
particularly, is designed to serve as a deterrent to child 
molesters. 


With a block mother on each block, as is the goal, 
a child in potential trouble w'on't have to run more than 
a half block to get help. 
“ We find that younger children who didn’t like to walk 
to .school now do,” Mrs. Beggs .said.

Ogallala — Nebraska Game 
Commission Conservation Of­ 
ficer Jack Morgan of Ogallala 
has resigned after serving the 
game commission the past 17 
years and 11 months. 
In submitting his resignation, 
he criticized conservation officer 
training, calling it “ a raw deal” 
for Nebraska sportsmen. 
“ The only training program 
the past year and a half has 
been in riot control training 
under the State Patrol,’’ Morgan 
claimed. 
He said conservation officers 
have been issued a riot helmet, 
sawed-off shotgun, mace, .357 
magnum pi.stol and riot club, 
although no shotgun shells were 
ever issued. 
“ I think conservation officers 
should be getting training in 
wildlife m a n a g e m e n t and 
wildlife 
I a w 
enforcement,” 
Morgan said. “ There is a lot of 
training conservation officers 
could have and should have. 
There 
is already the State 
Patrol and National Guard to 
handle riot control.” 
lie .said in 17 years with the 
Game Commission he had never 
received instruction in water 
pollution. 
Becau.se of salary increases 
passed by the 1969 Legislature, 
Morgan said he would have still 
received a salary hike of $68 per 
month but said he could not ac­ 
cept a

from

Morgan said he received a
